ly to secure a hearty co-operatioo of th* 
friends of education throughout Ihe coun- 
ty iu building up and improving our sys- 
tem of public schools, and we may soon 
expect education and intelligence lo light 
up tbe faces of children living iu tbe most 
obscure hovels in the county. 

Etery good citizen should feel that it ia 
hi* duty, as w«ll as his privilege, to labor 
earnestly in the use of all reasonable and 
legitimate means at bis command for th* 
promotion of the common school interest 
in his neighborhood, and ih.-n we might 
confidently expect a steady but *ure devel- 
opment of the common school system 
among our people— a result that would be 
grand and glorious in its effects, ia eleva- 
ting all of our citizens to a higher p ane 
of social order and moral purity. In tact, 
this attainable perfection iu the working 
of the present school system, would make 
our laed to blosson as a rose. 

We are reminded of tbe fact that soon 
another school year is to pass into histo- 
ry, aud notwithstanding this has been a 
year of great financial embarrassment, 
preventing much of the private outlay 
that would otherwise have rendered th* 
common schools more etfieiaDt, and for 
the same cause has also prevented the 
necessary improvement in our school 
building* — yet, when I tell you that there 
will have been a live months' school 
taught in eighty-six districts in the couo- 
ty, aud a three months school taught in 
five other district* in tbe county, I think 
this will be sufficient cause of congratu- 
lation to the It lends of education. 

I feel assured that there ia a growing 
interest manifested upon tbe part of our 
people in behalf of the common 
schools. 

And I will again take the liberty to 
urge upon our people the importance of 
providing better school houses in which 
to educate the children. Tbe very fact 
tbat the children have to spend five 
months in each year in the school room 
demands that pareuts should carefully 
consider the urgent necessity of building 
house* with a strict regard to the health 
and comfort of their children, and also 
make them pleasant and attractive. In- 
vestments in this way would most assur- 
edly be attended with the most remuner- 
ative and happy results. I trust the of- 
ficers and friends of common schools will 
give the matter a very careful considera- 
tion, and as the result of the same we 
hope soon to see neat and commodious, 
well lighted and properly ventillated 
school-rooms take the p'ace of those mia- 
ertble little but* in which the business of 
education is now attempted to be conduc- 
ted. 

It is to be hoped that the trustees of 
their respective district* will be prompt 
in taking th* census as required by the 
school law, and duly report the same to 
the Commissioner by the thai day of May. 
Any mistake* that may occur in this 
matter will not be corrected after the re- 
port is made- 
Trustees will be req lired to hold an 
electiou on tbe first Saturday iu July for 
the purpose of electing a trustee, aud said 
newly elected trustee is required to take 
the oath of office on tbe second Saturday 
in July. The County Teachers' Institute 
will be held some tiine^n August next. 
An attendance of all the teachers will be 
required. Due notice will be given to all 
tbe teachers of the county of the time and 
place of holding same.

I approach the third main point upon 
which be claims your support and bases 
the reason why I should be rejected. I 
confess I approach it with reluctance, and 
would willingly omit all reference to it 
did not unrelenting duty require otherwise. 
And first as to Gen. Williams' Mexican 
war fame. I can excuse much of his self- 
exaltation on the ground that he has 
reached that age when the soldier likes 
to fight his battles over again, and by 
common consent considerable latitude is 
granted in the enterprise. But when his 
claims differ so materially with the rec- 
ords of history it is not admissable that 
he shall take to himself credit which does 
not belong to him. He does not hesitate in 
his harangues to pronounce him-elt the 
hero of Cerro Gordo and to claim that he 
planted the flag of his country upon its 
gory heights. I have heard of self-made 
men, but this may be said to be one of 
the most remarkable instances of a self- 
made military reputation on record. Has 
the lapse of time effaced from the mem 
ory of men the facts in regard to a battle 
which occurred in the lifetime of many of 
those now before me? The battle of Cer- 
ro Gordo was fought by Gen. Scott in 
command of the American forces. Gen. 
Williams was in command of an inde- 
pendent company originally composed of 
one hundred and five men from the coun- 
ty of Clark, of which Roger Hanson was 
the lieutenant. 1 have heard the latter 
describe the exploits of that company and 
of its Captain, and though as jealous as 
any man ot the fair fame of his gallant 
countymen. he represented their experi- 
ence in action as a disastrous deleat. com- 
pelling a retreat down a steep hillside 
with more alacrity than dignity, and al- 
ways pictured himself and his Captain as 
among the most skillful in getting down 
the precipitous heights. He was never 
aware that my competitor was entitled to 
the credit which he claims, but even 
charged and proved that cannonr bought 
to Kentucky as the trophy of the battle 
had been fished up out of the pool in 
which it had been thrown by the Mexi- 
cans in their subsequent retreat instead of 
being wrested from the bands of the ene- 
my in action. Nor was Gen Scott I 
ignorant of the distinguished bravery of 
Captain Williams, tor in his official re. 
port of the battle he ascribes the honor of 
planting the flag of his country on the 
Mexican works to Lieut Robt. E I<ee. 
who, though thus officially indo-S-'d and 
subsequently elevated to great eminence 
in the eyes of the whole world, was never 
known to boast of his exploits In after 
years Chilton Allen, a distinguished poli- 
tician, at a public dinner or barbecue, in 
a vein of humor and pleasantry, gave to 
Gen. Williams the sobriquet of "Cerro 
Gordo,'' and Roger Hanson subsequently 
in a race for the legislature against Wil- 
liams, while humorously recounting the 
incidents of the battle, and the sham cap- 
ture of the cannon, sarcastically applied 
it, and it has stuck ever since The facts 
as I have cited them will be found in a 
letter written by Roger Hanson in 1851, 
and published in the papers at the time. 
They may be within the memory of some 
present. They are familiar to all of that 
day in central Kentucky.

Tbe first 
time I saw him was in March, 1864, when 
I went with General Breckinridge as Ad- 
jutant of the Department of Southwest- 
ern Virginia. He had served there eon- 
tinuously while I bad served with the ar- 
my of Ten nessee.

When I met him he was not in the ser- 
vice, being under arrest and deprived ot his 
command under the charges ot drunken- 
ness in the presence of tbe enemy, and 
Conduct unbecoming an officer, at Rhea- 
town. If General Williams has by his 
rashness brought this exposeure jpon 
himself, he has no one to blame, but 
while he is so vulnerable to censure I 
will no longer remain silent when I havl 
the means at hand forhis exposure. The 
facte are well known to hundreds of Cone 
federate soldiers, and are given in the 
following letter addressed to me by Gen- 
eral H. L. Giltner, who was second in 
command to General Williams, as fol- 
lows: 

GE*. OTLTBtR's LETTER. 

''Hunter's Bottom, Kt., Mar. 1 1, 1875. 
" Col. J S. Johnston: 

"Drab Sir — Your communication of 
the 14th was handed me yesterday by 
your brother. Major H. H. Johnston. 1 
am sorry to hear thatGeneral Williams 
has attacked you so madly. In replying 
to that portion of your letter which re- 
fers to the battle of Blue Springs and 
Rheatown, I have to rely on memory, as 
I have no records to refer to; /therefore I 
may be mistaken in dates, but in every 
other particular I will substantiate. 

"Shortly after I was brigaded under 
Gen. Williams, he temporarily organized 
a division out of the several organizations 
which constituted his brigade. I being 
the senior colonel, was assigned to the 
command of the first brigade, an I Col 
Jas Carter, of the first Tennessee, to the 
second. We were in camp near Blue 
Springs, eight miles in (rant of Green- 
ville, Tenn., and 1 think it was on the 8th 
or 10th of October. 1863. We were at- 
tacked by Gen. Burnside's corps about 10 
o'clock a. x. The engagement was viz- 
orously contested until dark, then li fi 
ceased, with each belligerent occupying 
ihensame line ol battle that we did in the 
morning when the fight was opened, with 
the exception of the enemy's right and 
left flanks which had been extended to 
our rear. In this position Gen. Willinm 
accompanied by his staff, retreated from 
the field ard rode back to Greenville to 
telegraph Maj. Gen Sara Jones. In the 
absence of orders I assumed command 
and fell back to the vicinity of Greenville, 
where I met Gen. Williams, and he con- 
gratulated me upon ray successful with- 
drawal, and ordered the retreat to be 
continued. We moved on slowly and un- 
Tiiole-t'l until the dawn of day. Then 
we were attacked in front by Col. Foster, 
(Federal), who was commanding 2,170 
men. (We captured his morning report). 
After a short engagement we drove bim 
from our front and then marched on for 
a few miles to Rheatown, where we were 
ordered into camp in the face of tbe ene- 
my for the purpose of foraging I remon- 
strated, but the order was then made im- 
perative, aud no alterative left me but to 
obey. One of the General's staff inforraei 
me that be was in no condition to com- 
mand, and I must take care of my own 
men; consequently I made no forage de- 
tails, but kept my men in hand. We were 
in camp but a short period until the ene- 
my charged into Col. Carter's camp and 
stampeded a great many of bis men. I 
had my men mounted immediately and 
galloped to ihe rear, a few hundred yards, 
then formed, dismounted, moved forward, 
and met the enemy and checked their ad- | 
vance. This gave Col. Carter an opportu- 
nity to rally his men and bring them up 
in good order. Here a desperate fight 
ensued for a considerable time, tbe range 
being too clo»e for comfort. The enemy 
was continually receiving reenforcemente, 
and extending his flanks. I had not seen 
nor heard from General Williams from 
the time I received the order to go. into 
camp until I was making a reconnoissance 
in the rear for the purpose of selecting a 
position to fall back upon. I had assumed 
command of the division and was acting 
independent of my superior officer. Af- 
ter the line was withdrawn and re-estab- 
lished upon the ground selected, then and 
there General Williams said to me that 
he was very sick and could not assist me, 
and that Twould have to work out of our 
trouble the best way I could. He then 
mounted his horse and again went to the 
rear. 

"Some few weeks after this charges 
were preferred against General Williams 
by Captain Blackburn, of Colonel Car- 
ter's regiment. I never saw the charges 
nor the specifications, but was told that 
the charges were for drunkenness in the 
presence of the enemy, and conduct un- 
becoming an officer. Specifications re- 
ferred to the time and deportment as com- 
" in this letter 



1 1. -remained under 
1863, till May, 1864, when, without trial 
or acquittal of the charges, he was as 
signed to duty in another department. 
Even in his new sphere he was not wholly 
free from imputation of similar indiscre- 
tions, his absence from the command of 
his brigade at Peach-tree Creek, on the 
23d of July and at the time ofStoneman'a 
capture, two of its roost notable engage- 
ments, Col. Bieckenri.lge commanding in 
the first and Col. Butler in the second, 
being by many attributed to tbe same 
cause. But whether in defeat or victo- 
ry, he seemed to have been equally the 
victim of misfortune, for as be suffered ar- 
rest after the defeat at Rheatown, so after 
his vaunted victory at Saltville, in Octo- 
ber, 1864, he was again placed under ar- 
rest and stripped of command. The 
charges against him were still pending 
when the war closed in May, 1865, and 
the surrender of the Confederate armies 
came to bim as a boon, which, while it 
brought captivity to others, was a release 
to him from bondage. 

Such is the military record of one who 
seeks to delude the people of Kentucky 
itb tbe false* glare of a reputation for 
glory which lives only in bis imagination, 
with the facts of history staring ns in the 
face that he was for more than one year, 
or more than one-foarth of h is term ol 
service, under the ban of a military am 
rest. Could effrontery go farther, or coold 
additional words from me speak mere in 
bis condemnation or my own vindication? 

Than have I sought to prick the bubble 
which has floated so long before the ad- 
miring gaze of an indulgent and deceived 
people. Willingly would I have permit- 
ted its owner to bask in the sunshine of 
his own vanity, bad not forbearance 
ceased to be a virfne, and my loncer si- 
lence been capnbreof misinterpretation.

A practical stock man gives his ex- 
perience in breaking colts, as follows: 

"A good and cheap breaking rig is 
made with two hickory poles, three 
feet longer than sulky shafts and a lit- 
tle thicker; bolt thoui to the axle (you 
need but two wheels); let the pole 
project three feet to the rear of the 
axle; have two holes' bored in the ends, 
thus projecting almut eight inches 
apart, fit to these poles two bows, sim- 
ilar to ox bows, aud long enough to 
come within ten inches of tlie ground 
when the shafts are m proper position 
for driving; these need only be used 
when you have a colt that 13 disposed 
to rear up. Whenever the colt at- 
tempts to rear up, these bows strike 
the gronnd and prevent him from do- 
ing so. Always use a kicking rope or 
strap; put it on after the colt is har- 
nessed; it is two ropes fastened to the 
check bit; they run Over the head same 
as Kimble Jackson; check the run 
then through the .tcrret of the saddle 
and along the back to a point just 
back ot the hips, where two rings eight 
inches apart, receives tlie ropes, which 
are passed down to the shaft near the 
cress bar, where they are made fast 
and so arranged, that every attempt to 
kick throws up their head, so that it is 

cannot break the shafts, they 
being hickory poles. The colt must 
go ahead or backw ard, aud it is almost 
impossible to upset, the shafts being a 
little back of the axle, so as to have 
no weight on the colt's back. Drive 
in this way a few times on the track, 
then take out on the road so us to use 
them to company and excitement. 
After being broken well in this way, 
then turn them out for six weeks; then 
take them up and licgin training to 
light wagon, but never speed them 
till well broken, and then but a little 
way at a

Of 
the many mule teams which have come 
under my observation, I never knew 
but one mule to die before reaching 
I old age, and in this case, death was 
| caused by overfeeding, iu September, 
when he had previously had no grain 
for a long time. Some people say 
mules are worthless to drive on the 
road, but they are slightly mistaken. 
One 'of my neighbors has a mule team 
that can go their mile iu three miuutes, 
with a lumber wagon. But some of 
the fancy men would say, a mule is a 
homely thing. There they are wrong 
again, for in Louisville, Ky., I saw as 
handsome mule teams as any man 
would wish to see. They were perfect 
beauties; one span, in particular, was 
eoal black, aud looked slick as kittens, 
they were the envy of many a man, 
and could have been sold for a thou- 
sand dollars at any time. If any man 
want* to see good mules, let him go to 
Kentucky, where they make a business 
of breeding them. These are only a

Value of a 

A breeder's circular says that "the 
thoroughbred pig, in starting a herd, 
is chiefly valuable in breeding the com- 
mon stock. By using a thoroughbred 
boar upon the common sows, you get 
a half-blood that docs very well for 
feeding purjxjses, which can be further 
improved by selecting the best sow 
j iilt-. feeding them liberally, and again 
getting a thoroughbred boar and using 
on them, which, if practised a few 
years, will produce jiorkers equal to 
the pure blood. But graded or impure 
males should never lie used, as the 
tendency is to run back to the scrub. 
The thoroughbred, if purchased voting, 
can lie had from 625 to $80 each. He 
can lie used one season and sold or 
castrated and fed. when he will of him- 
self almost or quite pay for

A correspondent of the Louisville 
Conrier-Jmmid writes from Scooba. 
Miss., as follows: In England and 
Ireland they have the "sod fence." I 
have seen it in this country occasional- 
ly; but I think if our farmers knew its 
practical merits we should see it often- 
er. Only dig two ditches four feet 
apart, three feet wide aud two feet 
deep; throw the dirt from the ditches 
on the space between; beat it down un- 
til it has some hardness, and give it 
enough slant to prevent "caving" and 
you have a fence for a lifetime. In 
most cases here we need no turf or 
"whin-bushes as they do, for in a year 
the bank will be covered with a luxu> 
riant growth of blackberry bushes, 
answering every purpose. Even where 
timber is plenty, we can make this 
fence cdieaperthan almost any other. 

HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

A Word About Bread. — After 
the sponge is set over night, in the 
morning pour upon it one pint of boil- 
ing water, stirring rapidly so as to pre- 
vent scalding. This warms the sponge 
through, auid the result is the same as 
from one hour's steady kneading. 

Koastinu a Turkey. — If the legs 
and wings are covered with common 
per, securely fastened over 
them, they will lie as nicely cooked 
and juicy as nny other part of the fowl, 
mid not dried' or burned, as when 
cooked without such protection. 

Batter Cakes. — If any of our read- 
ers have not tried making cakes from 
middling flour for breakfast, instead of 
buckwheat, they are advised to do so 
immediately, as they have a treat be- 
fore them. Mix with yeast the night 
before, and bake on griddles as usual. 
The only objection which can be urged 
against these cakes is the exceeding 
cheapness. The material of which 
they can be made can be bought for 
•1.30 per 100 lbs., while buckwheat 
costs three times as much, and the 
former is every way best and most 
healthy. 

Two" ounces of common tobacco 
boiled in a gallon of water is used bv 
the Chatham street dealers for renova- 
ting old clothes. Tlie stuff is rubbed 
on with a stiff brush. The goods are 
nicely cleaned, and, strange to add, no 
tobacco smell remains. 

The Berlin Industrie Blatter states 
that eggs may be preserved in a condi- 
tion, equal to fresh bv dipping them in 
a solution of water glass or silicaA of 
soda. Tlit j-e is a chemical compound 
fonaed'upon the shell which is imper- 
vious to air, and which closes tlie pores 
of the shell. The solution of the water 
glass must be concentrated until it is 
«f a sirupy consistence. The fresh 
eggs (newly laid) are cleancM and put 
into a shallow pan with the solution, 
and turned so that every part of the 
shell is exposed to the water glass. 
After half an hour the eggs were taken 
out, dried, aud packed in chaff in a 
dry, cool place. 

Toxics for Women. — Nothing 
makes a woman age more rapidly than 
overwork — the reason, probably, that 
American women fade so soon. Sun- 
shine, music, work and sleep are the 
greatest medicines for women, who 
need more sleep than men. Their 
nerves are more sensitive, and they 
are not so strong, and exhaustion from 
labor or pleasure takes place sooner 
with them than men. kever permit 
yourself to be aroused out of a deep 
sleep in the morning. In fact, one 
should never be wakened. The body 
arouses itself when its demands arc 
satisfied. Take a warm liath occa- 
sional ly before going to bed — at least 
once a week. Itetire as soon as you 
feel sleepy in the evening; don't rouse 
yourself and go to work. You need 
rest then, and will pay for the tres- 
pass on your physical nature the next 
day if you disobey.
